Prior to that time the council mem- 
bers, as well as aldermen, were se- 
lected in the primary by the vote of 
all registered voters. 

“An aroused public opinion is in 
favor of reversion to the proper pro- 
cedure—that is election of councilmen 
by the vote of all those qualified to 
cast ballots in every section of the 
borough. 

“Unless we make the change it 
will be forced on us by the people of 
Atlanta who demand the change. 

“Leading pastors have scored the 
system as undemocratic and as con- 
ducive to formation of ward machines 
which are almost impregnable. It is 
time for the executive committee to 
accede to the demands of the public 
and to change the system or the pri- 
mary itself may be broken. 

“The spirit of the law requires 
nomination by voters of the entire 
borough.

SENATE PASSES 
HIGHEST TARIFF

Vote Is 53 to 31 After 


Seven Months of De- 


Goes to Conference.

WASHINGTON, March 24:—The 

tariff bill was passed by the senate 
today. 

The vote was 53 to 31. 

The turmoil and protests from va- | 
rious sections continued with acceler- 
ated vigor to the very last, empha- 
sizing the economic conflict between 
the farming and industrial leaders. 

Much ground is yet to be traversed 
before the bill goes to President Loo- 
ver for signature. The senate bill's 
rates average 39 per cent, 4 per cent 
less than the house rate, and 5 per 
cent higher than the present law. The 
senate bill takes from the president 
his tariff-making power and imposes 
an export debenture, a rebate of ex- 


ported commodities for the benefit of 
tarmers. 

President Hoover has _ declared 
against the senate’s flexible and de- 
benture action, and the farm board 
came to his assistance today by de- 
nouncing the latter as impracticable 
and carrying possibilities of foreign 
embargoes against United States prod- 
ucts. These and many rate differ- 
ences must be adjusted in conference 
between representatives of the house 
and senate. 

The vote today showed a majority 
of 11 actual senators, which is larger 
than the bill will get if the confer- 
ence committee, as expected, cuts out 
the senate’s debenture and flexible 
plans. : ,

ITALIAN LOGATES 
FOUR NEW PLANETS 


Bendandi Says His New 
Worlds Make Pigmy of 
the Earth. 


Bendandi, Italian seismologist and as- 
tronomer, announced today he had 
“fully identified” four new planets ex- 
isting beyond Neptune, including the 
one recently described from Flagstaff, 
Ariz., another much closer and two 
still further away. 

He said he was ready to submit his 
data to any body of astronomers or 
scientists. He first told of his dis- 
covery to a United News correspond- 
ent six months ago but swore him to 
secrecy until he was ready to make 
a complete report. 

The announcement from Flagstaff, 
however, that a ninth planet existed, 
impelled him to assert now that there 
are not nine planets but 12. 

“My discoveries were based on 
diligent, systematic research in my 
observatory, extending over many 
years,” Bendandi said. 

“The first new planet is 7,000,000.- 
000 kHometers (4,347,000,000 miles) 
from the sun and has a volume 150 
times that of the earth. It completes 
a revolution around the sun every 
060 years. 

“The seeond planet is a giant. It 
is 10,000,000,000,000 kilometers (6,- 
”10,000,000,000 miles) from the sun, 
has a volume of 600 times that of the 
earth and completes its course around 
the sun in 700 years. 

“The other two planets will be sub- 
ject to further study.”

W. P. Price, Indicted for 
Defrauding City, To Be 
Principal in Second 
“Graft” Trial: 


City Purchasing Agent V’. P. Price, 
under indictment on three charges of 
defrauding the municipality of Atlan- 
ta, will go on trial before a jury in 
Judge John D. Humphries’ division of 
the Fulton superior court at 9 o'clock 
this morning, unless plans finally ap- 
proved Monday night are changed in 
the meantime. 

W. B. Hollingsworth, of Fayette- 
ville, attorney for Price reported over 
the telephone Monday night that there 
was no truth in rumors that he would 
ask a continuance on account of ill- 
ness. | 

“I have been ill for the last several 
days but I’ll be in court if I have to 
leave a sick bed to get there,” Mr.

The trial of Price will be the sec- 
ond of the long series of “graft” cases 
resulting from the grand jury’s five- 
month investigation into charges of 
corruption in the operation of the city 
government, Councilman Harry York, 
of the sixth ward, the first to answer 
an indictment, having been found guil- 
ty by a jury last Saturday and sen- 
tenced by Judge Humphries to serve 
three years on the chaingang and pay 
fines totaling $4,000. 

Though the cases of Price, York 
and Jack White, the councilman’s 
friend and business associate, are 
docketed for trial today, it appeared 
certain that the one involving Price

Zeppelin Transport 
Company, formed late last year in 
Delaware, and by the following other 
concerns: The National City Com- 
pany, the Goodyear Zeppelin Com- 
pany, Luftschiffdau Zeppelin (the Ger- 
man Zeppelin Company) ; the Carbide 
and Carbon Chemicals Company, 4 
subsidiary of the Union Carbide 
Company; the United Aircraft Cor- 
poration, the largest aircraft combine 
in the country, and the Aluminum 
Company of America. 

The announcement was interpreted 
as clearing away all doubt that plans 
for the trans-Atlantic airship service, 
discussed for some time, would be 
pushed forward. 

The signing of the contracts marks 
the figst active co-operation between 
heavier-than-air and lighter-than-air 
craft in establishing regular mail and 
passenger service. Under the plan, 
planes of United Aircraft will carry 
passengers from points inland to the 
Atlantic coast, where they will em- 


bark on airships. 

Tonight’s announcement set no defi- 
nite. date for the beginning of the 
trans-Atlantic service, but said that 
the actual preparation and organiza- 
tion of the service would take place 
this year. : ae 

It is planned to build the airships 
for the line in this country and abroad. 

D. W. Litchfield, president of the 
Goodyear Rubber Company, is presi- 
dent of the International Zeppelin 
Transport Company, which will oper- 
ate the service. E. W. Deade, chair- 
man of the board of United Aircraft, 
is chairman.

Harry York, convicted Saturday on 
bribery charges in Fulton county su- 
perior court and sentenced to serve 
three years on the chain gang and 
pay a fine of $4,000, Monday tendered 
his resignation as councilman from 
the sixth ward, effective immediately.

Then 
after hearings through the summer the 
republicans of the senate finance com 
mittee re-wrote ‘it, modifying it some- 
what, The western republican-demo- 
erat coalition in the senate beat down 
the regular republicans and in six 
months of consideration, slashed the 
bill's important rates. Then the 
Grundy-Smoot forces came back and 
to the accompaniment of charges of 
trading and log-rolling, increased rates 
again on sugar, cement and _ other 
items, and put cement and other sub- 
Stances down on the free list under 
duties. 

The principal changes in the view 
are generally higher rates on. agri- 
cultural commodities, and = scattered 
increases in rates on industrial items. 
Sugar, wool, rayon, cotton were given 
higher rates, as were cement — and 
bricks.

Atlanta’s two deJegates to this con- 
ference will be the incoming presi- 
dent. who will be elected at the April 
meeting of the league, and the mem- 
ber selected by the executive board. 


The tenth annual conference of the 
Association of Junior Leagues of 
America will be held in New York 
from Anril 29 through May 2. The 
very beautiful new clubhouse of the 
New York Junior League, the hostess 
league for this conference, will be the 
scene of the various meetings. Mrs. 
Winthrop Aldrich, a former president 
of the New York league, is chairman 
of the conference committee. Mrs. 
John DeWitt Peltz, president of the 
New York league, is chairman ex 
officio. — 

Under the chairmanship of Mrs. 
Aldrich 10 conference committees and 
15 sub-committees have been appoint- 
ed to take care of every possible phase 
of the conference. Information, 


travel, publicity and sight-seeing bu- 
reaus, entertainment, meetings and 
open forums have all been planned for 
the benefit of the delegates.

Mrs. Herbert D. Oliver, prominent 
Atlanta sosiety matron and well-known 
artist, has received a cablegram from 
the authorities of the annual Spring 
Art Salon in Paris of the acceptance 
into this world-famous exhibit of the 
two paintings she left last fall to be 
entered among the many thousands 
from all parts of the world.

Comedy, Charms at Erlanger

“The Bachelor Father,” presented 
at the Erlanger theater last night by 
the Erlanger Theater Players, turned 
out to be the finest staged and, in 
some respects, the cleverest comedy 
of the three the popular producing 
company has yet given Atlanta. 

But one criticism can be made of 
the performance as a whole, and that, 
as a matter of fact, was caused by 
the over-anxiety of Director Harry 
McKee and the company and all the 
individuals who had part in the pro- 
duction, to make things perfect. he 
criticism is directed at the over-long 
waits between the four scenes that 
compose the first act. It was because 
Director McKee had gone to such 
pains to make the scenes perfect that 
they required considerable time for 
setting and changing on the part of the 
stagehands. And the stagehands, real- 
izing they had some exceptional scenes 
to create, took extra care to get them 
perfect, which resulted in said per- 
fection when the curtain rose, each 
time, but made it rather too long in 
rising. 

However, that is minor crificism 
and undoubtedly the fault will be 
overcome for the later performances of 
the week. 


The performance was_ splendidly 
done and several of the popular mem- 
bers of the cast achieved new rec- 
ords of character portrayal that 
should, some way, be preserved long- 
er than one week. Let us preserve 
them in the storehouse of grateful 
memory, at any rate. 

Clever Character Work. 

Little Caroline West, the ingenue, 
grows more likeable with every role 
she plays. As the Italo-English girl 
last night she was a particular bright 
light. Arthur Jacobson as the Eng- 
lish boy, was a typical, quiet, delight- 
ful boy character. He must have spent 
some of his years in England, this 
youth, to achieve the English type 
so perfectly. 

And Roy Elkins, in the heaviest 
role of the play, that of the “Bach- 


elor Father” of the title, presented 
a piece of character acting that im- 
mediately stamps him as a workman 
of high attainments. His make-up 
was excellent and his portrayal of the 
irascible old English baronet was en- 
tirely in keeping with the spirit of the 
comedy: 

_ The two leads, Helen Louise Lewis 
and Butler Hixon, have much fine 
work to do which they tackle with 
their usual confident ability. Miss 
Lewis has a rather difficult role of 
a somewhat hoydenish girl from the 
East Side of New York. She con- 
trives to bring out the likeableness of 
the character and there is no ques- 
tioning the judgment of Mr. Hixon 
when, in his character of the young 
English lawyer, he and Miss Lewis 
clinch at the final curtain and an- 
nounce that, at last, there is going 
to be a wedding in the family. 
_And don’t forget a group of spe- 
cial little accolades for Jean Arden, 
Melba Palmer, Robert Hicks, Herbert 
DeGucrre, Frank Joyner and Mar- 
Jorie King. 

a Story Is Frisky. 

_ The story, dealing with the gather- 
ing under the old homeplace of the 
three young illegitimate offspring of 
Sir Basil, and his belated efforts to 
assume the responsibilities of parent- 
hood, is undeniably frisky and start- 
ling. It is written, however, with 
exquisite art and the cleverness of the 
lines, together with the fascinating 
character development of the story, 
lift the plot into the realms of comedy 
that is lightened by human sympathy 
and heart warming appeal. 

And, despite the scene shifting de- 
lays, all kinds of praise should be 
given Director McKee for the mag- 
nificent way he has mounted his pro- 
duction. It is—and I’m ready _ to 
argue the point—staged better and 
more elaborately than the original 
production at the Belasco theater in 
New York. That’s the kind of presen- 
tations these Erlanger Theater Play- 
ers are giving to Atlanta.

A reader wants to know just exactly what is meant by the “rhythm | 


of a golf swing.”’ Alex Morrison has described the golf swing ‘‘as one 


| smooth, flowing motiqn, uninterrupted on either the mental or the physi- 


cal side.”” A ‘“‘smooth, flowing motion’ can hardly start with a sudden 
jerk. It can hardly continue on to the ball when it is interrupted by a 
wild desire to hit from the top of the swing. 
Stewart Maiden, y Jones’ first and only instructor, Ernest 
Jones and other fine instructors, have shown that rhythm must 
first start from correct balance. Balance largely means a correct 
transference of weight, from left foot to right foot and then back 
to left foot again as the swing starts, continues and finishes up. 
In other words, body weight must blend with the action of the hands, 


-arms and club head. It can’t work against this action and produce any 


results that are not entirely morbid. Once the swing starts there should 
be no mental interruption. The mental picture must come in advance. 
Neither balance nor rhythm can start from tense, tied up hands, arms 
and body. No smooth swing can get under way from a mass of knots.

The tour will end April 27, and then 
Schmeling will return to the United 
States early in May to continue his 
pugilistic career. 

Schmeling is tentatively matched to 
meet Jack Sharkey for the world’s 
heavyweight championship at Yankee 
stadium June 27. 


DOUBT EXTANT. 


Doubt not only exists as to whether 
this bout will be held at that time, 
but whether the winner will be recog- 
nized_as champion. 

A variety of complications have 
formed since this match was first con- 
ceived about a year ago. 

For one thing, the public is dubious 
about Schmeling’s condition. The Ger- 
man has been out of action almost 
nine months and this is a long time 
when it is considered that he was re- 
garded as little more than a novice 
when he first appeared in this country 
about two years ago. He engaged in 
only five fights here, his last being 
against Paolino June 27, 1929 

Conflicting stories have been circu- 
lated about what Schmeling has been 
doing all this time in Germany. It 
is known that he was in an automobile 
accident and injured his ankle, Soon 
afterward an admiring theater audi- 
ence enticed him to take a bow from 
the stage; and on returning to his 
seat he jumped across the footlights. 
His ankle was injured again. 

INJURED THUMB. 


Schmeling has been bothered by an 
injured thumb. After examining the 
thumb a Berlin doctor is said to have 
been quoted as saying that Schmeling 
would never be able to fight again.
